Mr. Highton calculated 
the power developed in the discharge 
of the lightning which destroyed the 
church with some known mechanic- 
al force. He discovered that a hun- 
dred tons oE stonci were blown down 
a distance of 30 feet hi three seconds, 
and consequently a 12,220 horsepow- 
er engine would have been required 
to resist the efforts of this single 
flash.—Ashton Reporter.

Tho new system of smoke com- 


bustion adopted in some of the Eng- 
isb plants is reported at, proving de- 
cidedly satisfactory as compared 
with previous ariungements.

apparatus is Iittt-d in a furnace hav- 
ug bars four feet long, the height 
from the tars to the top of Uie fur- 
iace being 15 inches, and about 
seven im-lies from the far ends of 
ie bars an arch is placed five inches 
deep, by means of which the smoke 
s 
turned downward upon and 


through the tii o. 


Below the bars n door is placed 


three feet from the trout, by means 
of which the uuiunnt of draft allow- 
ed at the bc.dc of tlio furnace is regu- , 
ated and a more equal proportion 
'orced up tbe front. By this door 
the bars aro kept cool, owing to the 
additional quantity of air, and thus 
ireserved, ami the air is thoroughly 
nixed with, the smoke as it passes 
,ht-ough the flre, thus assisting in its 
joinbustiou. 
The published state- 


neiits in this case show lhat by tho 
use of such a system a saving of over 
<i5 per cent bas been effected, the 
juautity of smoke has beon greatly 
-educed and tho residue from tho 
touaco in the shape of clinkers is 
diminished 50 por cent. — New York 
Sun.
